W. Cordwell & Co., that they were prepared to 
furnish a small hydraulic press for the treatment of 
cotton seed m the extraction of the oil for a thou- 
sand dollars, but that they had been so busy that 
they could not put one on exhibi 
tion at the ex position—an omission 
which might be remedied even at this 
late day. In thetrial of cotton gins entered upon 
for the purpose of sending some samples north, 
one incident occurred which was at least an exam- 
ple of what was constantly happening to the farm- 
ers and planters alike. It had been desired 
that an equal quantity of cotton of 
uniform quality should be distributed to the 
several gins. Bnt after two trials, on the third it 
became apparent that the cotton passing through 
the gin was entirely different from that whichit 
was intended should have been provided, and on 
examinatiorthe lint was valued by himself and 
Colonel Barrows at 24% cents a pound higher price 
than the other kind. Yet it had all been sent in as 
one and the same thing, and hadit been sent to a 
country gin for the purpose of sale,it would doubtless 
have all passed through as the same thingand would 
not have been classed out untillong after it could 
benetit the farmer.
